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DETAILED ACTION 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC §103 

1. The text of those sections of Title 35, U.S. Code not included in this action can be found 
in a prior Office action. 

2. Claim 1 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over Hara (United 
States Patent No. 5,202,655 of record) in view of Millman (of record) for reasons of record. 

Response to Arguments 

3. Applicant's arguments filed 12/13/02 have been fully considered but they are not 
persuasive. 

The appUcant argues that Hara does not disclose an active inductor with the two ports as 
claimed. 

This argument is not persuasive because Hara states "pseudo gyrator circuits 10 and 20 
serve as an ideal gyrator to form an ideal active inductor circuit" (col. 4, lines 64-65) and "By 
substituting pseudo gyrator circuit 30 of FIG. 2 for pseudo gyrator circuits 10 and 20 of FIG. 1, a 
low pass filter can be obtained. . . " Therefore, the gate and source of the second FET in the 
modified Hara circuit forms two ports. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

4. Claims 6, 1 1, and 16-19 are objected to as being dependent upon a rejected base claim, 
but would be allowable if rewritten in independent form including all of the limitations of the 
base claim and any intervening claims. 

5. The following is a statement of reasons for the indication of allowable subject matter: 
The prior art references neither discloses nor suggests the claimed subject matter of FET as 
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feedback connected as recited in claim 6, resistor as feedback (claim 1 1), and a capacitor 
connected between the drain of the first and source of the second transistors (claim 16). With 
respect to the Ko et al. reference, it is not clear where the inductor ports are located.
